All taxpayers should read the following requirement and com- 


ply with it. 
Section 70, Chapter 180, Public Laws 1933. 


Before making an assessment, the Assessors shall give season- 
able notice in writing to the inhabitants, by posting notification 
in some public place in Town, or shall notify them in such other 
ways as the Town in its annual meeting directs, to make and to 
bring in to them true and perfect lists of their polls and other 
estates, real and personal, not by law exempt from taxation, of 
which they are possessed on the first day of April of the same 
year. 


If any resident owner, after such notice, or any non-resident 
owner, after being reasonably requested thereunto by the Asses- 
sors does not bring in such lists, he is hereby barred of his right 
to make application to the Assessors, or the County Commission- 
ers for an abatement of his taxes, unless he offers such list with 
his application and satisfies them that he was unable to offer it 
at the time appointed. The request upon non-resident owners 
may be proved by a notice sent by mail direct to the last known 
address of the taxpayer or given Bs another method that brings 
notice to the taxpayer.

To the Residents of Greenbush: 


The sharp drop in the property tax request is worthy of your 
attention. This is caused by a high balance and an increase in 
State subsidy. The high balance is primarily because of fourteen 
subsidy payments in this initial year of having monthly checks 
from the State. Normally, we will receive only twelve checks. 
The rising subsidy is attributable to the State income tax as a 
source. Anyone opposed to the State income tax automatically 
favors less state aid to Schools and, therefore, higher property 
taxes. 


I have been pleased with the work of your staff this year. Mr. 
Flye, in his second year as a teacher and first as a Principal, is 
learning fast the innumerable responsibilities of his dual role. 
Mr. Downing has shown himself inventive in trying t6. treat learn- 
ing on an individual or small group basis. Miss Petrie is one of 
the best beginning teachers I have ever seen. It is with regret 
that I take notice of Mrs. Fowler’s retirement. This lady is never 
afraid of responsibility, is a good disciplinarian, and your children 
have benefitted from her years of experience. In 1952 I started 
my career in Milbridge and had the pleasure of working in the 
same school system with Lula Sawyer. I thought well of her 
then and have had no change of mind. Your custodian is doing a 
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good job of keeping the building clean and in repair. Mrs. Harris 
left us suddenly due to illness, and she is badly missed. We are 
fortunate to have Mrs. Gloria Salisbury and Miss Leslie Wight as 
Teacher Aides. 


The School Lunch Program has had some interesting recent 
history. Mrs. Adams and Mrs. Howe produce meals worth more 
than thirty-five cents. The federal government insists that we 
put children in three groups according to their families’ incomes. 
The Greenbush School Committee asks for $3,000 for the support 
of the Lunch Program in order that the present maximum charge 
of 30¢ will be lowered in early April to 20¢. Recently the federal 
government agreed to increase subsidies on each meal to help 
keep the Greenbush Lunch Program going. We hope people are 
not so upset by the Lunch Program that they vote “No” and lose 
a significant service. Sometimes people cut off their noses to 
spite their faces; let’s not make that error. 


An article to raise $4,500 for an American Flag Fund Capital 
Reserve appears in your warrant. What we attempt here is to 
level taxation over the years. Instead of having taxes go sharply 
down this year and perhaps rise drastically soon, we are suggest- 
ing that $4,500 be put away to earn interest. This money could 
then only be spent by vote of a Town Meeting when finances get 
difficult in future years. In short, we believe in saving for a 


rainy day. 


It is hoped to complete work on the ballfield. Every town 
should have a good athletic field. Too often young people have 
nothing to do and sometimes get into trouble to “solve” boredom. 
Our playground equipment is used heavily. A good field will en- 
courage more group activities, 


In closing, I would mention your School Committee. Serving 
on this Board is a thankless task. Greenbush has made a practice 
in recent years of not reelecting the senior member. Experience 
in this job is vital. As I write this, I have no knowledge of whom 
the candidates will be. My faith in the democratic system is 
strong and it is not the job of your Superintendent to interfere in 
local politics. However, my conscience demands that I speak 
favorably concerning all three members of the School Committee.

Mr. Adams and Mr. Carroll do their own thinking and well repre- 
sent the town. Mr. Edward Haverlock, as senior member, has 
benefitted from experience. In his first year he and I disagreed 
violently and often. Now that he has an understanding of the 
problems related to finance and personnel, I would like to see 
him reelected. Just as Mr. Dunn and Mr. Burpee contributed 
greatly to education in Greenbush because of their long years on 
your School Committee, so now Mr. Haverlock is in a position to 
_ Start rendering equal service. 


My thanks are extended to the voters for their interest and 
Support.

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COMMENTS 


From the financial viewpoint the operations for the year were 
very satisfactory. With the exception of Aid to Dependent Chil- 
dren the overdrafts were minor, totaling $1,001.90 in contrast to 
unexpended balances of $5,098.95. It appears to be a year that 
reflects a strong effort to control expenditures, aided by the ab- 
sence of prominent misfortune. 


In the average town it has been a built-in characteristic of 
municipal finance for the high point of cash on hand to occur 
at or near the end of a fiscal year. The cause was obviously 
due to the coincidence of December School Subsidy, the year 
end tax collections and the peak period of excise tax revenue. 
Not long afterwards it usually became a case of borrowing in 
anticipation of the future. Changes within a relatively short time 
have so altered the foregoing characteristic that it is now a case 
of investment for the future. 


The importance of debt management (or cash management if 
one prefers that viewpoint) began with the opportunity for short 
term investment with chosen dates of maturity without loss of 
interest. The maturity dates are made to coincide with the time 
when large items become payable. Although the partial Sep- 
tember School Subsidy brought relief, it was the new monthly 
School Subsidy payments, including those retroactive for two 
months, that explains your current cash position. Cash manage- 
ment does not contemplate year around investments, the object 
being to make use of the high point and incidentally to reward 
those who pay their taxes early. There is no way to avoid a 
period of low cash resources, and possibly borrowing, but the 
timing has changed. Those who maintain a chart of the varia- 
tions in the inflow and outflow of cash find its application to be 
valuable.
